The following additional dispatches 
in the correspondence of the State De- 
partment relative to measures for re- 
lief of the Jeannette have been fur- 
nished for publication: 

Panis, December 21. 

Hon. Frederick  Frelinghwysen, 
Wachington, D. C.: Immediately 
upon receipt of the first pews from a 
St. Petersburg correspondent about 
the Jeannette, saying that 6,000 rou- 
bles were needed, I transferred that 
sum by telegraph, through the Messrs. 
Rothschilds, to General Iguateiff at 
St. Petersburg, with the request to 
draw on me for any turther sums re- 
quired for the succor and comfort of 
Captain De Long and his party. I 
have to-day received the following 
telegram frum General Ignatieff: 

“T have hastened to communicate to 
fo your] correspondent the news ro- 
ceived from Yakoutsk, and bave given 
orders to the Governor to take the 
most energetic measures for the rescue 
of the shipwrecked crew, together 
with authority to undertake all the 
necessary expense, for which I have 
promised to reimburse him. 

(Signed) Compre. IGNATIEFF. 

You will see by this that everything 
possible is being done by the Russian 
Government to secure the safety and 
speedy return of Captain De Loog 
and his men. If youor the ‘Secretary 
of the Navy have any suggestions, I 
shall do my utmost to act upon them. 
I intend a special correspondent to 
meet the party on its way here, and as 
it will be some days before he starts, 
perhaps you or the Secietary of the 
Navy might wish to take advantage of 
the opportunity to send dispatches or 
forward messages from relatives and 
friends of the paity.

A Flag Ship Cut Down, 
New Yorx, December 23 

The flagship Tennessee was floated 
out of the Brooklyn navy dry-dock yes- 
terday afternoon, and proceede‘ito Kl - 
lis Island, in the bay, where she an- 
chored to take powder. While at an- 
chor, she was run into by a steamer, 
believed to be the Western Star which 
came up in a fog and struck the Tenn- 
essce amidships. The flagship was 
cut down to the water's edge, aud had 
to be keeled over to one side, by mov- 
ing the artillery to the side opposite 
the one on which she was struck, 
to prevent water from flowing in. It 
will be necessary to put her — on 
dry-dock. 

It will probably be a mo ith before 
the necessary repairs can be made. Offi- 
cers of the Tennessee say that she was 
anchored off the channel, and that 
the fog was not so dark but that the 
steamer could be seen from the deck 
of the Tennessee, and was hailed be- 
fore she struck the ship. The depar- 
ture of the Tennessee for Aspinwall 
was set down for Tuesday next, but 
will be delayed some weeks by the ac- 
cident. 


A’ Delicate Mission. 
New York, December 23. 

The Guatemala Minister of Foreign 
Affairs has a delicate mission with 
this Government. There is a dispute 
of long standing between Mexico and 
Guatemala about the boundary line 
between the two countries, and latter- 
ly Mexico has evinced a disposition tu 
proceed with a high hand to enforce 
what she claims her rights in regard 
to the disputed territory. Recent ut- 
terances of the Government in regard 
to the Monroe policy have encouraged 
small nationalities of Central America
